Vesuvius tod ay 
belies all popular 
pictures, which represen t the 
m oun ­ 
tain clearly outlin ed again st the sky, 
vomitin g smoke an d ashes by d ay an d 
fire by n ight. 
Tod ay n ot the slightest 
outlin e is visible of the crater, crest or 
foothills, all l>ein g swallowed up in a 
d en se m ass of smoke. 
There is

sam e obscurity at n ight, un relieved by 
flashes or reflected light such as are 
seen d urin g quieter period s. 
Vesuvius 
quiescen t Is picturesquely gran d , but 
active or smould erin g it is terrible on ly 
In Its blackn ess an d obscurity. 


C u riou s Sun P hen om en on. 
T he Associated Press correspon d en t 
traveled in the belt over which ashes 
con tin ue to fail.

This stem Is short, an d the 
crow-u of the fruit when fully grown 
Is a foot or more below the poin ts of 
the leaves. At the en d of a year and 
a half from plan tin g each plan t pro­ 
d uces a sin gle fruit, even as a cabbage 
plan t prod uces a sin gle head . B ut the 
pin eapple d oes n ot d ie after fruitin g 
on ce. 
Down on the stem below the 
fruit an d amon g the 
lon g, n arrow 
leaves a sucker appears. If allow-ed to 
remain this will soon become the head 
of the plan t, an d within an other year 
it will yield an other fruit. This process 
may go on for a term of yeara. In the 
mean time, howevtw, other suckers will 
make their appearan ce.
